Tlie date fixed,for the removal of 


the liquor arrived, and found the bus- 
iness in the same condition as when 
the proclamation was issued. They 
did not believe that he dare atteihpt 
the execution .of the law. 
They did 


not know the man. 
Promptly at the 


time he moved, not upon the small 
and obscure doggeries, but upon the 
largest and most influential concern 
of the city, a vast wholesale grocery 
and liquor house. It must be under- 
stood that at'that time groceries and 
liquor were inseperable.

other It was always nut out and sout 
to him. 


"Hawthorne 1 roirnrdod us thotrroat- 
Mt master of I lie Knglish language. 
He was the superior of Addison.

never knew nor read of a man who 
could build such beautiful stories in 
words that the humblest oould under- 
stand. 


"Emerson was not only a groat 


writer, but a philosopher. 
Our rela- 


tions were very close. Ho often visited 
mo horo, and I him. We saw moro of 
ono another than did Longfellow and I. 
Emerson, has written some things that 
will live forever. They are 'The Prob- 
lem,' 'Each nnd All,' and perhaps 
twenty other pieces that I could name. 
Ho has a simple, easy way of writing 
that gavo his work groat power. My 
rislor used to say that «ho liked him 
bettor than any man who camo here, 
because he never talked over hor head. 
That was really his strength." 


The conversation then drifted into 


tho methods of those groat writers 
while at work. Mr. Whlttlor said : 


"I was unlike any of tho rest I-thiuk, 


for 1 never had any methods. Whon I 
felt like it I wrote; and I never had tiio 
health nor patience to work over It af- 
terwards. It usually wont as It was 
originally completed. 
Emerson wroto 


with groat oare, and would not only 
revise his manuscript carefully, but I 
have hoard him say that ho would fre- 
quently rewrite tho article upon th» 
proof shoots. 
Longfellow, too, was A 


very careful writer. Ho wroto and re- 
wrote and would lay his work by and 
then revise it. Ho often would consult 
with his friends about his productions 
before they wore given to tho world. 
Ho, .therefore, sent his work out as per- 
fect as croat oaro and n brilliant ititol- 
Jeot could make it. I have Jived mostly 
a sqoludodjifo with Uttlo patiuuoo to 
draw upon, and only n few friends lor 
associates. What writing I have done 
has been for tho lov'o of IT. I havo over 
been timid of what I have ponuotl. It 
is really a marvel to mo that I havo 
gained any literary reputation from ray 
productions. "—Doston Herald,

I'lagstafT A . year ago was an unro- 


doomtid Inforno; now It IH for tho most 
part qulo.t and of good repute, It owes 
JIM pormanonoy lo tlio timber business;1 
I'rom Northwestern Arizona down lo 
the fiouthouHt into Western Now Mex- 
ico stretches a vast belt of uiAgnllloont 
pine forest. Horo the bolt Is out by 
tho railroad just uiulor the shadow, of 
the San Francisco Mountains. 
Tho 


trees are of extraordinary height, very 
straight and hugo in thoir proportions. 
Between thorn thorn is no undergrowth 
—all is clear and open. Horo and thoro 
tlio openings widen out into beautiful 
natural parks, clothed with A rich 
growth of grass. No lluor cattle coun- 
try could bo imagined, save for tho 
lack of water. 


Water is almost literally as precious 


as gold. Men pro out prospecting for 
springy just as tho minor searches for 
oropplngs of ore. Ho who secures A 
spring can control thousands of acres 
of laud. But tho springs are few, often 
small, and not always trustworthy; 
Tho Llttlo Antclopo spring, which sup-: 
plios tlio cluster of cabins hard by,J 
sometimes runs dry. Then water is 
hauled in barrels for miles nnd sold' 
liko any othor commodity. Tho saw- 
milt, which runs out A hundred thous- 
and foot of lumber a day to supply a 
contract of 82,000,000 foot for tho Mexi- 
can Central Hallway, Is run by steam 
power. Yet for this it is necessary to 
pump the water in pipes from springs 
nine miles away. At Winslow tho rail- 
road company sunk an Artesian woll 
1,700 foot and struck salt water. At 
Ash Fork they sunk anothorwo.il,which 
proved iv failure. 


From tho lino of New Mexico thp 


railroad runs for many miles through 
tho barren Valley of *tho lito Puoro'p. 
Tho river-bed i» broad, but tho stream 
itself is only a scanty rivulet. Yet when 
thoro comes ono of tho sudden, ftercp 
thunderstorms-peculiar to this region 
the plains arc flooded, and in an hour 
tho river becomes A raging torrbnt. I 
have soon this happen ugam and again, 
for it Is tlio rainy season now; but in a 
few hours tho water disappears, tho 
torrents plunge Into underground 
tor-courses and tho sands lire parched 
us before.
